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FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


by Bill Grenfell W4GF 


The FCC "... has released the 150-page 
text~of its Second Notice of Inquiry (NOI) 
in General Docket 89-554. It"...opened this 
proceeding late last year to provide a 
forum for public input on the issues likely 
to arise at the World Administrative 
Radio Conference (WARC) scheduled to 
open in Spain on February 3, 1992. "The 
agenda for this conference is limited in 
scope, but still could affect a number of 
important frequency allocations to the 
Amateur Service as high-frequency broad- 
casters and a number of terrestrial and 
satellite services seek new allocations. 


"The second NOI includes specific draft 
recommendations for proposals to be 
made by the United States at WARC-92. 
"No new FCC rules will result directly 
from this proceeding; rather, it is a part 
of the process by which the FCC is deter- 
mining how the future needs of users 
(other than the Federal government) of 
radio spectrum in the United States can 
best be represented at the conference. 
"The FCC also is receiving input from an 
Industry Advisory Committee on which 
the ARRL is represented. "The needs of 
non-government interests as defined 
through this process must be blended 
with those of the Federal government as 
defined through a parallel, non-public 
process being conducted by the National 
Telecommunications and Information 
Administration (NTIA). 


"The third player in the development of 
U.S. proposals for WARC-92 is the 
Department of State, which will forward 
the coordinated proposals to Geneva 
around June 1991 so they can be trans- 
lated and distributed to the administra- 
tions of the member countries of the 
International Telecommunication Union 
(ITU) for study prior to the conference." 
"..FCC and NTIA already have coordinat- 
ed their recommendations on the majority 


of WARC-92 issues."(The ARRL Letter, — 


10/05/90). 


"The government (FCC) appears to 
have taken some interesting precautions 
when it went after International Amateur 
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Radio Network manager Glen Baxter, 
K1MAN, and charged him with broadcast- 
ing." The charge says that his bulletin 
transmissions of August 30th and Septem- 
ber 4th violated Sections 97,101(d) and 
97.113(c) of the amateur rules. "Baxter 
countered by insisting that his trans- 
missions were protected under the same 
authority that the ARRL’s W1AW 
operates under, but it now appears that 
this is not the case. "...the text of the 
citation does not cite the entire series of 
K1MAN bulletins. "Instead, it goes after 
the IARN leader for aiming parts of his 
bulletins at non amateurs. "The Commis- 
sion says that portions of some of the 
broadcasts were beamed specifically to 
SWLs. "The FCC also says that of some of 
the prohibited practices it cited Baxter for 
include pitches for Florida-based Radio- 
scan Magazine and a so-called Amateur 
Radio Peace Corps. In other words, the 
FCC is not going to shut down the IARN 
bulletin service, but is very clearly 
warning KIMAN to watch his audience 
demographics and his bulletin content. 
"The FCC intercepted Baxter saying that- 
he made one-hundred-seven of his forty- 
five-minute single-sideband broadcasts a 
week! (Westlink Report, 10/26/90)(W5YI 
Report, (10/15/90). 


FCC’s Kingsville, TX monitoring 
station has sent a notice of violation to 
Lloyd S. Montcalm, WA2EXQ for an un- 
interrupted 8 minutes of calling CQ on 
14,300 kHz while acting as control for a 
net. (Westlink Report, 10/26/90). 


The Wall Street Journal reports that 
the FCC, seeking to encourage business 
radio users to find vacant radio channels, 
has proposed rewarding those who find 
abandoned or unused spectra by giving 
them licenses to use them. " The proposal 
was a part of a wider effort to insure 
efficient use of Private Land Mobile 
Service (PLMS) channels.... "It is not 


known yet how far the FCC proposal will 


reach."...However, should the Commission 
make this an across-the-board policy 
change, then every service will be taking 
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pot shots at most all other radio users, 
and amateur radio including the populous 
144, 220 and 450 bands, might become 
primary targets of opportunity for those 
who are spectrum hungry in other servic- 
es. (W6RCL),(Westlink Report, 10/26/90). 


The October 26, 1990 issue of West- 
link Report reveals that Herbert 
Schoenbohm, KV4FZ; Richard K. 
Eastman, N5FX; and William Terrill, 
K2BFI; “each received a $1000 fine for 
violating Section 97.101(d) of the amateur 
rules." It reads:"(d) No amateur operator 
shall willfully or maliciously interfere 
with or cause interference to any radio 
communication or signal." (Westlink 
Report, 10/26/90). 


Richard Burton, ex-WB6JAC, of 
Harbor City, CA was sentenced by Judge 
Robert M.Takasugi on Oct. Ist to one 
year probation, a $2,000 fine and continu- 
ing psychiatric care. He was found guilty 
by a Los Angeles jury on July 18th of 
operating a two meter amateur radio 
without a license for a second time, a 
felony. Burton had previously served 7 
months in prison for the same offense in 
1982. 


Effective October 1, 1990, Canadian 
amateurs may use any mode or emission 
on any amateur frequency. A 6kHz band- 
width is allowed on 160, 75/80; 40, ‘20, 
17, 15 and 12 meters; 1kHz on 30 
meters; 20kHz on 10 meters, 30kHz on 6 
and 2 meters, 100kHz on 220-225 MHz, 
and 12 MHz on 480-450 and 902-928 
MHz. (The 12 MHz bandwidth was 
approved on the basis that it is difficult to 
filter ATV vestigial sidebands,) The 
maximum bandwidth is "Not specified" 
above 1.215 GHz. 


The new Canadian Mode deregulation 
will allow amateurs to use the new tech- 
nologies as soon as they become available 
without waiting for DOC regulations to 
implement them. 


"The FCC Authorization Act (signed 
Oct. 1) includes several items of interest. 
Work has now been completed, with the 
changing of the Communications Act of 
1934 to include a prohibition against 
willful or malicious interference. The new 
Section 333 reads: "No person shall 
willfully or maliciously interfere with or 
cause interference to any radiocommuni- 
cations of any station licensed or author- 
ized by or under this Act or operated by 
the United States Government."(Until 
now, such transgressions were violations 
of FCC rules, rather than of Federal 
statutes.)

FOR IMMEDIATE RELEASE. ARRL 
proudly announces Lyle B. Aufranc, AA6DJ, 
as 1989 ARRL Herb S. Brier Instructor of 
the Year, and Gerald L. Kasselmann, 
KD4QA, as 1989 ARRL Professional Teach- 
er of the Year. Lyle, a volunteer evening 
instructor for the Fulton-E] Camino Recre- 
ation and Park District, in Sacramento, gets 
a thrill out of teaching, and encourages 
past students to teach new students. 


Gerald teaches Electrical Engineering Tech- 
nology at the University of Cincinnati OMI 
College of Applied Science, where his work 
with Amateur Radio has become the focus 
of many student design projects. 


If you missed out on voting for your 
favorite 1989 Amateur Radio volunteer 
instructor, or professional teacher who uses 
Amateur Radio in the classroom, now is 
your chance for 1990. Nominate that 
terrific person who you think deserves this 
special honor.

CANADA DEREGULATES. Effective 
Oct 1 Canadian radio amateurs found their 
license structure revamped and all HF mode 
subbands eliminated. The department of 
Communications now will issue a single 
Amateur certificate, with up to four levels 
of qualification: Basic, Morse code 5 wpm, 
Morse code 12 wpm, and Advanced. 


Holders of "old" Amateur or Advanced 
Amateur certificates are grandfathered to 
the new Amateur Operator’s Certificate 
with all four levels of qualification. Digital 
Certificate holders are deemed to hold the 
new AO Certificate with Basic and 
Advanced Qualification. More information 
appears in the October issue of QST 
Canada. 
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Concurrent with the licensing changes, 
DOC also eliminated subbands. Effective 
immediately, any mode may be used in any 
band, with these bandwidth restrictions: 
160-12 meters (except 30 meters): 6 kHz; 30 
meters: 1 kHz; 10 meters: 20 kHz; 6 and 2 
meters: 30 kHz; 220 MHz: 100 kHz; 430 
and 902 MHz bands: 12 MHz; all other 
Amateur bands are not specified. 


The Canadian Radio Relay League is 
urging all Canadian amateurs to abide 
voluntarily by the band plans adopted by 
IARU Region 2, which recognize the tradi- 
tional mode subbands. 


Also, according to Harry MacLean, 
VE83GRO, CRRL vice president and editor 
of QST Canada, DOC has circulated a copy 
of Client Procedures Circular (CPC) 2-0-03, 
regarding antennas. The CPC, not yet 
officially released by DOC, would, according 
to MacLean, require Amateurs to obtain, or 
attempt to obtain, prior approval for 
antenna structures from local municipal- 
ities. It also would bring DOC into disput- 
ed cases as a matter of course. 


"It is not believed," MacLean says, "that 
DOC will deny any amateur a reasonable 
antenna system. Licensed radio stations 
remain under federal jurisdiction, and 
stations must have antennas to operate. 
But Amateurs may be pressured to comply 
with unreasonable standards set by some 
municipalities." 


MARS BEGINS SERVICE FROM 
GULF. With some 185,000 U.S. troops 
now stationed in Saudi Arabia and its 
surroundings, the Military Affiliate Radio 
System (MARS) is gearing up for traffic 
handling to and from the States. With 
Saudi approval the Army now has call signs 
for ten stations; traffic has been reported 
from three, and there already is enough of 
a backlog of messages in Saudi Arabia 
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and at the MARS gateway in Germany that 
some messages have been "pouched" home 
from Europe. 


According to Broadcasting magazine, low- 
powered TV transmitters deployed to Saudi 
Arabia also awaited approval of the Saudi 
government before they could begin re- 
transmitting Stateside TV. 


The Air Force has 18 stations approved, 
with perhaps eight actually operating, 
handling 250 or so written messages and 
fifty phone patches per day. 


The Navy-Marine Corps MARS got a 
head start on its sister services, since they 
did not have to wait for host agreements 
with the Saudis to operate from aboard 
ship. Phone patches and written traffic 
have been handled from afloat, much of the 
messages through AMTOR mailboxes on 
both U.S. coasts. 


Extra radio equipment for morale use, on 
loan from the Harris Corporation, has been 
placed on two hospital ships in the region. 


So far, only outgoing traffic is being 
accepted from the Persian Gulf area to the 
continental U.S. Two private initiatives are 
relieving the pressure that otherwise might 
be building: AT&T is accepting FAX 
messages from people in the States to 
participants in Operation Desert Shield-- 
free of charge. U.S. Sprint is handling free 
telephone calls from the hospital ships and 
free phone calls in response to emergency 
messages from home, which are handled by 
the Red Cross. 


The League has offered to assist MARS 
with recruiting, through the pages of QST, 
and with U.S. distribution of messages if 
the load gets too heavy for their own nets. 


ARRL FILES COMMENTS ON 
DOCKET 90-314. ARRL has filed 
comments in an FCC Notice of Inquiry in 
General Docket no. 90-314, which looks 
toward the establishment of a new Personal 
Communications Services (PCS). The 
frequency ranges being considered are in 
the 800/900 MHz bands and between 1700 
and 3000 MHz. The six-page comments 
argue for avoiding impact on amateur 
allocations. 


AUTO-CALL 


Similar comments are being prepared for 
filing in response to a NOI in General 
Docket 90-357, regarding the establishment 
and regulation of new digital audio broad- 
casting services. In that proceeding the 
band of greatest concern is 2390-2450 MHz, 
including the amateur satellite allocation of 
2400-2450 MHz. The comment deadline in 
this proceeding has been extended to Nov. 
13, which will allow the League’s Executive 
Committee to review the draft comments at 
its November 10 meeting. 


GUEST INTERVIEWS FEATURED ON 
AMSAT NETS. AMSAT Operations Net 
Manager Courtney Duncan, N5dBF, says 
that this month the Operations Net has 
begun to feature guests from the amateur 
satellite community. 


AMSAT-NA sponsors weekly nets to 
provide the latest news of the amateur 
space program. Nets meet Tuesday 
evenings on 3.840 MHz. The East Coast 
Net begins at 2100 Eastern time; the Mid- 
American Net begins at 2100 Central and 
the Pacific Net begins at 2000 Pacific. On 
Sunday, AMSAT-NA nets convene at 1900 
UTC on 14.282 and 21.280 MHz. A 
17-Meter net convenes Sundays at 2300 
UTC on 18.155 MHz. 


SENATE ADOPTS BUDGET RECON- 
CILIATION BILL WITH AMATEUR 
LICENSE FEES, BUT THE BATTLE’S 
NOT OVER. On Friday, October 13, 
S. 1750, a stripped down version of the 
House of Representatives Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1989 (H.R. 3299) was 
adopted by the Senate by a vote of 87 to 7. 
Senate leadership on both sides of the aisle 
blocked the introduction of any amend- 
ments to their version of the budget recon- 
ciliation bill. As it stands, S. 1750 includes 
fees for Amateur Radio licenses. 


Now the good news. Senator Carl Levin of 
Michigan made a strong statement on the 
floor on behalf of amateurs. He said he had 
intended to introduce an amendment 
exempting amateur licenses from fees with 
Senators Symms of Idaho and Lieberman 
and Dodd of Connecticut, but that in view 
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of the resistance to any amendments, he 
would not do so. The amendment he would 
have introduced would strike what he called 
"a new tax on Amateur Radio operators." 
Senator Levin said he did not believe the 
framers of the bill had intended to levy a 
new tax on Amateur Radio volunteers, and 
had confirmed this with Senator Hollings of 
South Carolina, Chairman of the Commerce 
Committee. 


Senator Danforth of Missouri, the rank- 
ing minority member of the Commerce 
Committee agree, and said that the 
Committee had managed to exceed its 
instructions on budget reconciliation and 
would work with Senator Levin to drop the 
matter of amateur fees from the legislation 
in the conference committee. 


OLD DOGS, NEW TRICKS. "Great 
masses of Soviet radio amateurs are 
completely uninformed about how (the 
Radiosport Federation) works. Recently the 
question was raised about introducing new 
types of communication. Finally, permis- 
sion to operate packet was given. But to 
whom? Only to those who have a first- 
category (highest class license) station. 


"Does this decision make sense? I don’t 
think so. In our club, for example, twenty 
people have the first category. Twelve of 
them don’t intend to operate packet. Why? 
Because all of them have reached an age 
when they don’t intend to master a new 
technique, since it is beyond them. 


"But we have 308 people with stations of 
the second and third categories. As a rule, 
these are young people who are inquisitive 
and full of initiative. But it turns out that 
the new type of communication is prohibit- 
ed to them. So who will master packet 
communication? 
people? Isn’t that a little low?" Quoted in 
Radio magazine. (Translation by Dex 
Anderson, W4KM).

* Jim Smith, VK9NS, recently visited

During his visit members of the 
Connecticut DX Association arranged a 
volunteer examination session at which 
Smith passed all U.S. amateur elements 
except the Extra Class written (which he 
missed by two questions--"All those band 
segments!"). 


A few days later VKONS passed the Extra 
Class written exam in Dallas. 


He now is home on Norfolk, planning an 
expedition to Bangladesh. 


* The FCC has denied a petition to 
change its rules regarding frequency shift 
in- digital communications on VHF bands. 
Michael Bilow, NIBEE, on April 26, 1989, 
filed RM-7247, seeking to amend the rules 
that the specific limitations on frequency 
shift above 50 MHz be replaced by band- 
width standards. No comments supporting 
or opposing his petition were received. An 
amended Part 97.69 earlier this year 
already had accomplished the changes 
sought by Bilow. 


* Version 3.0 of the N6RJ Electronic 2nd 
Op is now available from the publisher, the 
Radio Amateur Callbook inc. New to 
version 3.0 is instantaneous logging for 
day-to-day operating. The program, which 
is for IBM and compatible computers and 
requires a hard disk, allows importation of 
contest data from the K1EA "CT" software, 
has extensive Oscar satellite support, and is 
compatible with Microsoft windows.

* Speaking of software, there is a glitch 
in version 6.18 of "CT" causing the program 
to crash when an unrecognizable call sign 
prefix is entered. The bug has been 
squashed (in version 6.19) and registered 
users of 6.18 will receive free updates to 
6.19. 


* CQ’s Ham Radio Bookstore has a new 
free telephone number for book orders: 800- 
457-7373. More than 350 titles are in 
stock, including ARRL books, according to 
director of marketing J. Craig Clar, NX1G. 
A call will get you a free catalog and order 
form. 


* Changes at Kenwood: Wayne Yoshida, 
KH6WZ, and Mike Forsyth, N7KQE, have 
been named respectively Eastern and 
Western regional sales managers. Yoshida 
formerly worked at ARRL Headquarters 
and has been with Kenwood five years.

On Saturday, 20 October, the antenna system installed on Prince William Hospital, 
Manassas, Virginia, was used for a dual function of 
1) Anemergency test to comply with the National Section Emergency Test. 
2) A test to determine the condition and coverage area available in case of 
an emergency. ft 


Two, sequential, tests were conducted. § 

The first was a two way contact between stations located within Prince 
William County. Initial contact was through use of the Ole Virginia Hams 
repeater station on a frequency of 146.37/97 MHz. This was followed by a test 
to determine if the station contacted through the repeater could be similarly 
contacted by direct transmission (simplex operatign). Sixteen stations were 
contacted through the repeater and ten of these via s{mplex. 


The second was a check of repeaters that could be reached with 
communication quality. Twenty-one repeaters (each with it coverage areas) were 
contacted, covering an area from about Roanoke, Virginia, Fredericksburg, 
Virginia, East of Andrews AFB, and approximately the Pennsylvania line, and 
the West Virginia line.

(Soviet Radio Amateur Movement)

[Following are summary translations from the Soviet Amateur Press] 
[Comments in square brackets or footnotes are by translator] ' 


[from August 1990 issue of RADIO magazine] 
"MONEY FIRST!" 


["Money First!" is a quote from "Twelve Chairs" by II’f and Petrov, well-known satirical 
writers from the 1920’s and 1930’s. A man selling 12 chairs refuses to turn them over 
until he is paid. This leads to the article’s main theme: That the financial repercussions 
of the various proposals for reorganizing amateur radio be considered carefully before 
decisions are made.] 


Proposals for reorganizing the Soviet Radio Amateur Movement may be divided into 
those calling for amateur radio to continue developing inside and outside DOSAAF. But 
almost no one making proposals has analyzed the financial aspects. 


The QSL Bureau of the Central Radio Club of the USSR has a staff of eight and a 
budget of about R. 75,000. It processes about 7,000,000 QSL cards a year. 


Even with a minimum staff, maintaining the headquarters of a national amateur radio 
society costs about 10 rubles per amateur, not counting initial expenses to set up a new 
organization. 


Then there’s the local club level. As an example, the Moscow City Sport-Technical 
Radio Club has a budget of about R. 60,000, again not including initial capital investment. 


Expenses subject to amortization could easily come to 30 rubles per year per member. 


It works out that membership dues of over 50 rubles a year would be necessary to 
finance a radio amateur organization. If dues were reduced for young people, they would 
have to be raised for adults. 


And where would we get the 50 or so thousand in hard currency to pay membership 
dues to the International Amateur Radio Union and to pay for foreign radio amateur 
diplomas? For a long time we’ve become accustomed to having the Central Radio Club of 
the USSR apply for such diplomas on behalf of Soviet shortwavers. But by no means 
everyone knows that for each diploma the CRC pays a minimum of a couple of dollars. In 
other words, each shortwaver, in contrast to other citizens, is able to make direct 
expenditures of foreign currency (in small amounts, true, but of foreign currency all the 
same) for their hobby. 


We should add that all these amounts are provided by DOSAAF USSR. 


The cost of producing books for shortwavers, ultrashortwavers, and "fox-hunters" in 
small printing runs (in tens of thousands) is fairly high. Besides, books and other articles 
(such as pins) are intended for members or potential members of the same radio amateur 
organization, so profit from them represents an indirect increase in membership dues for 
those purchasing them. 


The foregoing isn’t intended to intimidate those favoring improvements or even radical 
changes in the Soviet Radio Amateur Movement. Rather, we wish to call attention to what 
in our view is the most fundamental aspect of the subject. We repeat again that there are 
many problems, and much that needs change, in the organization of the Soviet Radio 
Amateur Movement. But, as indicated above, "Money First!" Well, maybe not money 


per se, but a careful economic basis for any proposed changes. (Continued)

"THEY PROHIBITED... LIFE" ["ZAPRETILI... ZHIZN’"] 
by A. Fedorov, RW3AH 
Regional Coordinator, Radioamateur Emergency Service (RAS) 


After the tragic earthquake in Armenia in 1988, a small group set about to create the 
RAS (Radiolyubitel’skaya avariynaya sluzhba - Radioamateur Emergency Service) of the 
USSR. . 


Experience shows that commercial communications can break down in extreme 
situations, especially in the initial phases, at which time an amateur station can lend 
assistance. Another proof of this occurred just recently. 


On 6 April 1990, Andrey Pechonkin, an operator at UZMAYB, excitedly called the RAS 
from Krasnoyarsk, explaining that Aleksey Zubok, age 17, was seriously ill with leukemia. 
One person who could help save him was Professor Winkler from the Children’s Clinic 
attached to the University of Hamburg in the FRG. 


Everything was done quickly but the illness was progressing even more quickly. 
Alesha’s life was slipping away. The latest blood count relayed to the Hamburg clinic via 
Frank, DL2GBM, by UZ9CWW, was discouraging. The operation had to be performed 
immediately. Professor Winkler agreed to consult with the Krasnoyarsk surgeons by 
telephone, but things were complicated by the excessive time it took to put through a 
telephone call between the Federal Republic of Germany and Krasnoyarsk, since there’s no 
direct connection between them. 


And at this point UZMAYB came to the rescue. Everything necessary was done to 
establish contact between Professor Winkler and the clinic in Krasnoyarsk. A German 
interpreter was found. Participants in the emergency net operated carefully and in a well 
coordinated way -- UZ@AXX, RAIOP, DL2GBM, UW9YE, and UV3ACQ. The West German 
Red Cross also helped out and maintained continuous contact through its operator 
DL1GBZ. 


With a human life hanging by a thread and the long-awaited contact via commercial 
channels still not established, it was decided to use a phone-patch, which amateur stations 
in the Soviet Union are in principle prohibited from doing. To save a life we were prepared 
to violate the instruction and intended, as soon as they put through the FRG, to connect 
to the telephone circuit so that Professor Winkler could provide direct consultation prior 
to the operation by the Krasnoyarsk surgeons. 


Of course, it would have been simpler to do this completely via amateur radio HF 
communication, but the Radio Regulations do not permit the transmission of information 
from third parties between amateurs in different countries (unless there is an agreement 
between the countries). 


Four long, exhausting hours went by. Andrey from UZ@AYB went to the clinic and 
telephoned the station from time to time from there. That’s when a severe shortage of 
portable VHF FM stations (walkie-talkies) was felt. But they are among the things that 
are "prohibited" in our country! Finally, Moscow put Hamburg through. It turned out that 
Professor Winkler spoke English. Andrey himself explained to him how things stood and 
reported on the condition of the patient. The West German doctor heard him out, asked 
several professional questions, and in deep sorrow stated that it was too late, that medicine 
was powerless to help. Andrey hung up the phone and at that moment learned that 
Aleksey had died several seconds earlier. The report from the clinic shook the airwaves. 
It is painful and bitter to experience the loss of a person, but doubly painful when it is 
possible to help but you are helpless in the face of artificial prohibitions. 


Whenever we encounter impenetrable bureaucratic barriers, we lose valuable time; 
the price of this is sometimes a human life, as was the case with Aleksey.
